[Mbeki] There is a great deal of inierest in the South 
African economy, around the world, I think, certainly 
wherever I’ve been. And in terms of the people that we 
meet, who visit South Africa, there’s a great deal of 
interest in the South African economy, in investing in 
that economy and in trading with South Africa, and it’s 
quite sustained, so I think that’s a positive thing 


You then get narticular problems raised. For instance, 
people would raise problems about continued exchange 
controls, the two-tier exchange system—the finrand 
[financial rand] and the commercial rand—that we need 
to move with regard to those things. In many instances, 
it’s really a matter of confidence that you continue to 
maintain a two-tier system of exchanges, because you are 
not quite confident that you can attract sufficient capi- 
tal—that if you removed all of these, you'd have flight of 
capital out of the country. And if we, as South Africans, 
have that sort of fear, then what about a foreigner? So, | 
mean, those sorts of questions will be raised. Perhaps all 
of us stated the matter wrongly at the beginning, in a 
sense that a picture was conveyed that two months after 
the elections, people are going to be opening new facto- 
ries—that’s what new investment means. You can’t. 
Clearly if you then addressed the other matter they 
raised about finrand, about the levels of corporate tax 
and this kind of thing, you create a bit more space in 
terms of that movement, but personally I'm really quite 
positive about what’s happening. 


[Allers] Let’s talk about confidence and confidence 
building, which is really what it’s all about at the end of the 
day. When somebody like Mr. Gatsha Buthelezi ups and 
leaves Parliament in such a dramatic fashion, which he did 
last week, how does that impact on the international 
community and how in fact do you explain that to them? 


[Mbeki] I think one of the things we need to bear in mind 
is that—let’s talk about Europe. for instance—Europe is 
accustomed to coalition governments. Belgium has a 
coalition government. Germany has a coalition govern- 
ment. Italy has had coalition governments for a long 
time. Even in France you have cohabitats, you know, 
between a socialist president and the other parties which 
are nonsocialists. Europe is accustomed to coalition 
governments and the necessary tensions that you would 
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then have in a coalition government, so I don’t think you 
get as much fright as one might presume, because, you 
know, those tensions will be there and people will walk 
out of Parliament and they'll come back again. But what 
is important, as I was saying, is that we need to commu- 
nicate truthfully, honestly, what is happening—to 
explain, because otherwise you might get an image put 
across that now here we are faced with a crisis. I mean, 
when you explain to people questions that have been 
asked, we say that the IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] 
remains in government. The last cabinet meeting this 
week, they were there, participating fully in the work of 
the cabinet. So people say: Oh, so they are still in 
government. They are still in government, yes. So, you 
know, then they can understand that the problem—but, 
as I say, I don’t think we—the sense of disbelief about 
the transition in South Africa is so strong that everybody 
would jump each time something seems to be going 
wrong. I think there’s a great deal of confidence. 


[Allers] Mr. Mbeki, South Africa is back in the international 
press again, but this time somewhat negatively the headlines 
read: Scandal Government—a reference to the alleged cor- 
ruption within the government of national unity and refer- 
ence obviously to people like Dr. Boesak and Mrs. Mandela. 
How do you explain this to your international partners, to 
your partners here in the European Union? 


[Mbeki] Yes, of course, I think clearly this is a matter 
that we have to act on in a very firm way, but I think one 
also needs to u?derstand something else. If you take 
the....[pauses] Take the ANC. The ANC will probably 
have something in the region of maybe 450 members of 
Parliament, national and provincial. Let us say what has 
been said is the truth, where three or four people out 
450—you can’t draw the conclusion that therefore... 


[Allers, interrupting] In other words, three or four very 
visible people. 


[Mbeki] Sure, but you see again I think it’s necessary not to 
look at South Africa in that kind of isolation. I was talking 
to one of the commissioners, members of the European 
Commission just this morning, and he says that you know, 
what is not being said is that you have currently investiga- 
tions concerning British parliamentarians, Belgian parlia- 
mentarians, Italian parliamentarians and so on. Why is this 
thought to be a particular South African disease? It isn’t. He 
says you have British parliamentarians who were, it is said, 
were paid to ask questions in Parliament. So I’m saying that 
it’s wrong, wherever corruption occurs they must be dealt 
with very firmly but I think among your more, in a sense 
educated people, I think people would understand that there 
is nO way in which you can judge South Africa and South 
Africans as though they were a special breed of people from 
whom must be expected at all times this perfect cleanli- 
ness—two, three, four, five, half a dozen people will go 
wrong as would happen with parliamentarians, as is hap- 
pening with parliamentarians around Europe as we talk. We 
need to deal with the matter very firmly, but I think that it 
would be wrong for us as South Africans to act in a manner, 
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say something which suggested that you won’t find incidents 
of this because, as I say, we are a special breed, and when it 
occurs, then it looks like a great disaster that has occurred. 
I’m sure if you watch the European press you will see some 
rather serious allegations being made against very senior 
political people around Europe.

{Begin recording] [Mokaba] Well, I am completely 
shocked by such an event, which to me belonged very 
much in the old South Africa. I am shocked in particular 
because she is a deputy minister and I would have 
thought a different method could have been used if there 
are any allegations against her. Now, to invade her 
privacy and to assail her dignity in this fashion, I do not 
know how it is building our nation. 


[Green] You are shocked, but are you entirely surprised? 


[Mokaba] I am surprised, totally, because I would never 
have expected this, not even during apartheid days, 
where ministers are raided in this fashion or even 
members of Parliament. I don’t remember any, and I do 
not know whether in the future, when we talk about the 
Truth Commission and the National Party people who 
engaged in the slaughter of our people, that houses will 
be raided of ministers who are now in our Parliament if 
evidence has to be found. If she had refused to surrender 
any document that relates to what they are looking for, 
maybe one can say that there is some justification. Now, 
no one was even forewarned or asked about the docu- 
ments. I was with the trustees of CAPP [Coordinated 
Anti-Poverty Programi] now and they said they knew 
nothing. This thing took them by surprise. 


[Green] Mrs. Mandela has been involved in so many 
scandals now. Her name has been linked to the death of 
a young boy, to various financial scandals. Do you think 
that she can hope to continue with that support? 


[Mokaba] As long as these things are just mere allegations 
and are not proved, many of them will not convince the 
people in the street that this is not one form of harassment. 
That is why, my fear is that if the police at the end of the day 
are unable to prove a charge of fraud or corruption, after 
they had raided, then we will be in serious problems. 


[Green] Do you think, given what happened so far—the 
police have already raided Mrs. Mandela’s home while 
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she is away without telling her, without apparently the 
President’s office knowing—do you think this is a fair 
way to deal with this case? 


{[Mokaba] No, I don’t think it is a fair case at all. That is 
exactly my criticism that you reduce everybody else to the 
level of a criminal, including your role models, including 
people that you support. I am not saying that you mustn't 
be firm with corruption no matter who is involved, but I 
think there are certain procedures that as human rights. the 
privacy of a person, the right to know what is going to 
happen to you, that these people should have at least 
respected. I am saying that it is only then, if she did not 
comply, that they could have taken this action. 


[Green] All this has got to reflect badly on the ANC’s 
government. Don’t they need to be rid of Winnie Mandela? 


[Mokaba] Well, it is going to reflect very badly. That is 
already so, with the ordinary people on the ground 
phoning and trying to understand exactly what is hap- 
pening. The action has really baffled a lot of people. It 
will take a lot of explaining before the people can 
understand or accept what is happening to their minis- 
ters or people that they have also voted into high 
positions in the ANC. [end recording]

Mrs Mandela was accompanied by her two daughters 
Zinzi and Zenani. 


The court action is a sequel to the police raid on her 
Orlando West, Soweto, home and several offices of the 
Co-ordinated Anti- Poverty Project (Capp), which Mrs 
Mandela heads. 


Police said Mrs Mandela was allegedly paid to use her 
influence and position to secure tenders for a building 
contractor, Professional Builders. 


A large quantity of documents relating to these and other 
allegations were seized at Mrs Mandela’s home, at the 
offices of Professional Builders and at the houses of the 
company’s directors. 


Security Minister Discusses Police Issues

Mufamadi by Alta van Wyk; issued by the South African 
Communication Service in Johannesburg on | March on 
the SAPA PR Wire Service] 


[van Wyk] You have inherited a police force burdened 
with a subsiantial amount of ideological and political 
baggage from the past, which has resulted in consider- 
able hostility across the broad spectrum of South African 
society. You are now confronted with the daunting task 
of transforming the South African Police Service (SAPS) 
into a community-orientated, and more ‘“consumer- 
friendly” and loyal service. Could you share your feel- 
ings with us on the major challenges facing you? 


[Mufamadi] The government of national unity (GNU) 
is, firstly, faced with the challenge of amalgamating and 
transforming 11 police agencies into one SAPS at 
national and provincial leve!. These agencies include the 
former South African Police (SAP), the police forces of 
the then independent Transkei-Bophuthatswana- 
Venda-Ciskei (TBVC) states, and those of the erstwhile 
six self-governing territories. This exercise also implies a 
process of rationalisation. Secondly, the ethos which 
should guide the new SAPS will be one of transparency 
and impartiality, and adherence to the charter of funda- 
mental rights. Service to the community and community 
involvement will be of primary consideration. In this 
regard, the SAPS must adopt a consultative approach, 
and co-opt communities in the combat against crime. 
Other priorities include equality within the service and a 
progressive labour relations dispensation. Thirdly. in 
April 1994, people voted for a better life which is 
inextricably intertwined with a safe and secure environ- 
ment. The SAPS is regarded as a fundamental element of 
the Reconstruction and Development Programme 
(RDP). The more socio- economic needs are alleviated, 
the more crime will abate. 
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[Van Wyk] Are you working according to specific deadlines? 


[Mufamadi} At present, the anomalous situation exists in 
that the I1 police agencies still operate in terms of their 
respective police acts. In order to implement the envisaged 
changes, it is necessary for the legislative programme to run 
its course. It would seem, however, that the new SAPS draft 
bill would only be approved by Parliament by August 1995. 
For this reason, a special proclamation was published in the 
government gazette on 25 January 1995, in terms of which 
provision is made for, among other things, the appointment 
of senior SAPS management personnel, and interim legal 
measures to regulate the coordination, rationalisation and 
amalgamation of the 11 police agencies, until the SAPS 
draft bill is promulgated. 


[Van Wyk] You have mentioned that the fusion of the ! 1 
police agencies will also bring about rationalisation. 
Could you elaborate on the implications of a rationali- 
sation process? 


[Mufamadi] The integration of the 11 police agencies is 
complex, and it needs to be managed with care. Discussions 
in this regard have been designed to be as inclusive as 
possible and the government will ensure that no serving 
SAPS member will become a victim of this process of 
change. Problems inherent in the process include different 
salaries, management styles, labour relations dispensations 
and benefits from members. The new SAPS will have to 
consist of a uniform and equitable structure which reflects 
the social composition of South African society. At present, 
for example, not one of the i! police agencies has a single 
‘'yoman general. Furthermore, the black/white ratio in the 
upper echelons is despicable. 


The 1993 Constitution and the Public Service Act provide 
for the early retirement of senior officials whose posts are in 
jeopardy owing to the restructuring process. I have already 
requested officers in the rank of major-general, lieutenant- 
general and general, who are interested in retiring, to inform 
me of their decision as soon as possible. In the meantime, I 
have asked senior officers in the 11 police agencies to stay 
on, since they have the experience and dedication to enrich 
the process of transformation. 


Nine provincial SAPS commissioners and five divisional 
chiefs are to be appointed in March this year. Police 
officers and civilians could apply for the posts which 
were advertised in February 1995. The five new posts are 
for heads of the sections: Auxiliary Services, Human 
Resources, National Crime, National Security Services, 
and National Standards and Management Services. 
Once the provincial commissioners have been 
appointed, a board of commissioners will be instituted to 
coordinate the rationalisation of the SAPS in consulta- 
tion with the provincial members of the Executive 
Council (MECs) for safety and security. 


[Van Wyk] On 29 January 1995, President Nelson Mandela 
announced the appointment of Major-General George 
Fivaz as the new national police commissioner. He will 
succeed Gen Johan van der Merwe who retires at the end of 
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March this year. What, in your view, is the major signifi- 
cance of Commissioner Fivaz’s appointment? 


[Mufamadi] Allow me to point out that Commissioner 
Fivaz is not succeeding Gen van der Merwe. Commissioner 
Fivaz has been appointed to a new position which did not 
previously exist, namely that of national commissioner of 
the SAPS, which also makes him executive head of the 11 
police agencies. Gen van der Merwe is commissioner of the 
former SAP, which is only one of the 11 police forces. As 
from 27 January this year, Gen van der Merwe and the 
executive heads of the other 10 police agencies have to 
report, and are answerable to Commissioner Fivaz. 


Commissioner Fivaz is the first commissioner to be 
appointed by the president with the full backing of the 
GNU. This will strengthen his hand in dealing with the 
enormous challenges facing the SAPS. First of all, Commis- 
sioner Fivaz needs to illustrate that the police desire a clean 
break with the past. He, furthermore, has to transform the 
policing culture, and during this process will pay attention 
to amalgamation, affirmative action and effective policing 
in geneva!. Most importantly, on Commissioner Fivaz’s 
shoulders rests the task of ensuring that the safety and 
security of every South African is enhanced. 


[Van Wyk] In terms of the envisaged SAPS draft bill, 
civilian overseeing of policing will prevail in the whole of 
the SAPS. What is the main objective of this policy? 


{[Mufamadi] A policy of civilian supervision is aimed at 
establishing an accountable and transparent SAPS. This 
can, firstly, be achieved by involving more civilian 
people in the police service. In this regard, a civilian 
division to be known as the Safety and Security Secre- 
tariat, is to be established within the department to help 
formulate policy and monitor the police. In terms of this 
decision, the operational and policy functions of the 
department will be separated and this will entail creating 
about 60, mainly civilian, posts at the ministry. 


Secondly, a green paper which was released in October 
1994, makes provision for the cutting-down of the personnel 
component of 1,200 at the SAPS headquarters in Pretoria. 
SAPS members will be transferred in a move tv utilise 
trained police officers in crime prevention, while civilians 
will be appointed to clerical posts. The streamlining will also 
apply to provincial head offices. The green paper is expected 
to be adopted by Parliament early in 1995. 


In an effort to demilitarise the SAPS further, the tradi- 
tional police ranks will be phased out to make way for a 
more appropriate rank system to reflect seniority within 
the organisation. This would bring South Africa’s police 
service in line with the British model where police 
officers are called inspectors or superintendents. In 
another development to encourage transparency, a ban 
on police members, other than official liaison officers, 
speaking to the media, was lifted in November 1994. In 
terms of this measure, no SAPS member caz be pre- 
vented from speaking to the media. 
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In addition, civilian supervision can be achieved by greater 
community involvement in the police through police- 
community forums. Similarly, the SAPS, at national and 
provincial level, shouid be accountable to the public via 
Parliament, for the utilisation of the SAPS budget. 


[Van Wyk] According to media reports, a moratorium 
has been placed or all promotions in the SAPS, pending 
the solution of difficulties relating to the amalgamation 
of, and the difference in salaries between the 11 police 
agencies. Could you give an update on the situation and 
explain how the SAPS is approaching the issue of affir- 
mative action, especially in the upper echelons? 


{[Mufamadi] The department has not imposed a morato- 
rium on promotions in the SAPS. Such action was 
contemplated in view of the rapid aiid allegedly irregular 
promotions which took place in some of the police 
agencies prior to the April 1994 election in anticipation 
of the process of amalgamation. The department has 
established a high-powered five-member commission to 
probe these allegations and to devise a new promotions 
policy for the SAPS. 


Such a new policy should prevent recurring discrimination 
and should correspond with the GNU’s policy of affirma- 
tive action. On |3 October 1994, in a further move towards 
equity, | signed regulations which eliminated discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race and gender in the SAPS. In future, 
female SAPS members will be recognised as breadwinners. 
Among other things, they will be entitled to medical bene- 
fits for their dependents, while the issue of parity in salaries 
will also be investigated. 


[Van Wyk] What exactly is the role of the community- 
police forums that are being established countrywide? 


{[Mufamadi] Crime is everybody's enemy and concern. It 
will not be solved by ignoring the issue, while the police on 
their own cannot win the battle. To ensure that communi- 
ties actively participate in the fight against crime, they 
should be empowered to take contro! of their own lives. This 
can be achieved by means of, among other things, crime- 
awareness programmes which can be initiated by commu- 
nity-police forum.. Communities should also inform the 
police of their specific safety requirements. The number of 
community-police forums established, increased by 66 per 
cent since the April 1994 election. 


In the past South Africa was a divided society in which the 
police were used mainly to impose the policy of apartheid. 
Numerous crimes to which the majority of South Africans 
were subjected, such as domestic violence, child abuse and 
rape, were not adequately addressed in the process. How- 
ever, the image of the police has improved and | am 
optimistic that the SAPS and the community will succeed in 
fighting crime jointly. On 15 October 1994, for instance, a 
national day of safeiy and security was observed throughout 
South Africa. The SAPS, political leaders across the broad 
spectrum and communities used the occasion to mark the 
closing of a chapter which was characterised by hostility and 
antagenism between the community, the police and the 
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government. I am positive that such events will give impetus 
to the normalisation of relations, which is indeed a precon- 
dition for a safe and secure society. 


[Van Wyk] In the past five years, police killings have 
escalated annually from 24 in 1989, to about 271 in 1993 
and 228 in 1994. In some instances the foi mer repressive 
and political role with which the police were associated has 
been cited as a cause for these attacks. However, South 
Africa has entered a new dispensation, which heralded a 
new role for the SAPS. What, in your o;‘nion then, are the 
real reasons for the brazen attacks on SAPS members? 


[Mufamadi] Allow me to point out that the aforemen- 
tioned figures clearly reflect a decline in the annual 
number of police victims. To my mind, whatever 
number of police killings have taken place since 17 April 
1994, the overwhelming majority were not politically 
motivated. The department scrutinised the situation and 
came to the conclusion that the areas where such mur- 
ders occurred, were in themselves flashpoint areas char- 
acterised by high levels of particularly violent crime and 
a lack of effective policing for specific reasons. Police 
murders have manifested themselves in specific areas, 
namely the provinces of Gauteng, the Western Cape, 
KwaZulu-Natal and to a limited extent the Eastern Cape. 
This means that in those regions, police-community 
relations have not been normalised satisfactorily. 


In addition, SAPS resources in the mainly black townships 
are still lacking dismally. For example, a police constable 
in Soweto has to deal with an average of between 69 and 70 
serious cases a month while, among other things. he or she 
also has to pursue suspects on foot or with the aid of public 
transport, since sufficient official transport is not always 
available. Policing in such circumstances can hardly be an 
effective deterrent to die-hard criminals. In general, how- 
ever, community confidence in the SAPS seems to have 
grown in the majority of townships since the April 1994 
election. In such townships, organised crime syndicates are 
weakened, because communities are no longer afraid to 
report crimes. 


{\’an Wyk] South African society is characterised by a 
culture of chilling contempt for the law, with more than 
20,000 people murdered countrywide in 1993. A rise in 
violent crime has also troubled the country since the 
April election. On 22 August 1994, you announced 
certain steps to combat violent crime, including attacks 
on SAPS members. These measures, which entailed an 
increase in police nuinbeis in strife-torn areas, were 
criticised as merely amounting to the reorganisation of 
the SAPS. Could you comment on the implementation 
of these measures and your success so far? 


{[Mufamadi] From the moment I announced the plan in 
August until the beginning of October 1994, 66 suspects who 
had allegedly been involved in the murders of SAPS mem- 
bers were arrested. I believe such visible success, in itself. will 
avert criminals. With regard to the criticism, I must point 
out that only about 20 per cent of the police stations in the 
country are situated in the former black areas. 
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As I have said, those police stations are ill equipped and 
lack the necessary logistical support. Therefore, in order 
io attain some kind of effective policing, I had to redirect 
resources and deploy extra police in areas where attacks 
were prevalent. On 4 August 1994, I also issued a special 
proclamation in terms of which members of the 11 police 
agencies acquired certain national powers to deal more 
effectively with the problem of police killings. 


The SAPS, assisted by the South African National 
Defence Force (SANDF), the Traffic Police and the 
SAPS Reserve, has also staged a number of countrywide 
crime blitzes and roadblocks. As a result, several sus- 
pects were arrested, while a number who had skipped 
bail were rearrested. 


Aggravating the problem of crime is the fact that the 
country’s borders have been opened up to the world, and all 
kinds of crime syndicates, including drug traffickers and gun 
smugglers, are taking advantage of the :\tuation. In this 
regard, the SAPS is working with the SANDF and the 
departments of Home Affairs, Foreign Affairs and Correc- 
tiona! Services, to coordinate crime-prevention actions. 


[Van Wyk] Political violence which has abated since the 
April 1994 election, suddenly flared up again in KwaZulu/ 
Natal since January 1995. Observers ascribe the violence to 
the coming local government election which is scheduled for 
October 1995, and they also predict an i:crease in political 
strife. How are the police addressing the issue? 


[Mufamadi] I am extremely concerned about the 
ongceing violence in that province. A meeting with Com- 
missioner Vivaz and his deputies to discuss the problem 
has already taken place. Commissioner Fivaz visited 
KwaZulu/Natal to meet the command structures of both 
the KwaZulu/Natal police and the SAPS, in order to seek 
solutions. Hopefully, proposals on how to combat and 
prevent violence effectively will emerge from this 
meeting. More effective policing can only form a part of 
the solution. A firm commitment from communities and 
the general public is necessary to curb the violence and to 
support the police in their work. 


[Van Wyk] The culture of lawlessness prevalent in the 
country has put the government under pressure from, among 
others, the ranks of the SAPS and the public to reimpose the 
death penalty. What, in your view, is the most effective way 
to deal with unscrupulous criminals in society? 


[Mufamadi] | am open-minded, but somebody still has 
to prove to me that the death penalty is an effective 
measure to deal with violent criminals. I maintain that 
the best crime deterrent remains effective policing. 


[Van Wyk] The perception is growing that under the new 
dispensation criminals are being favoured to the detri- 
ment of society. According to the 1993 Constitution, 
“every person arrested for the alleged commission of an 
offence shall, in addition to the rights which he or she has 
as a detained person, have the right to be released from 
detention with or without bail unless the interests of 
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justice require otherwise’. In view of the courts’ 
apparent tender cy to graiit “easy bail” to suspects who 
again commit vic lent crimes, what should be done in this 
regard to ensure tuat justice is served properly? 


{[Mufamadi] I concur with the guarantee for bail provided 
for by the 1993 Constitution, since I believe that people 
have the right to such a provision. However, in the context 
of the intolerably high level of violent crime in the country, 
the Department of Justice has to strike the necessary 
balance between protecting the rights of a suspect and the 
rights of society as a whole, which is subject to an array of 
crimes committed by people who, when released on bail, 
often recommit offences. In the meantime, the South 
African Law Commission has investigated the matter and 
recommended that the right to bail should be limited. The 
indications are that new legislation on bail conditions, 
guidelines to magistrates on granting bail and increased 
co-operation between prosecutors, the SAPS and the com- 
munity can be expected this year. 


[Van Wyk] What is your response to reports that the 
police feel their task of fighting crime is jeopardised by 
the fact that in terms of the charter of fundamental 
rights, accused now have access to state evidence or 
witnesses’ statements in all court cases, and not only 
Supreme Court cases? 


{[Mufamadi] The good thing about the new South Africa 
is that, for the first time in the history of the country, 
people are learning to respect human rights. The essence 
of this matter is to what extent such rights can be 
enjoyed. Are these rights relative or absolute? I am of the 
opinion that everybody should learn and adjust as he or 
she goes along. Therefore, with reference to the question, 
I think there is nothing wrong with the principle. 


[Van Wyk] Your department’s budget might be slashed 
by 4 per cent in 1995-96. Such a cut will jeopardise up to 
2,500 posts. How will this affect your efforts to bring 
about effective policing? 


{Mufamadi] The budget for the 1994-95 financial year 
has already been reduced by R200 million [rands], and 
the department has been informed that its budget might 
be curtailed by a further 4 per cent in the 1995-96 
financial year. Should this cut be implemented, the 
SAPS would have freeze all posts, abandon its 1995 
recruitment drive and even retrench members. I am also 
convinced that in order to inculcate effective policing, 
SAPS members need to be motivated by higher salaries, 
among other things. The police, especially those in the 
lower ranks, are being paid far too little for highly 
stressful work. The SAPS as an organisation is labour- 
intensive, and more than 60 per cent of the budgct is 
earmarked for salaries and benefits. This makes i: an 
expensive organisation, but still, the members must be 
motivated in order for them to render the best possible 
service ard to be less prone to malpractices such as 
bribery. An investigation to find a way of avoiding the 
predicted budgetary cuts is in progress. 
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[Van Wyk] You have indicated that the SAPS is in the 
process of formulating a labour relations dispensation in 
consultation with the trade unions concerned. What are 
your views on police labour relations and the SAPS’s 
right to strike? 


{[Mufamadi] It is difficult to comment in a conclusive way, 
since the SAPS draft bill has not yet been finalised. How- 
ever, it is obvious that the SAPS needs a labour relations 
system which will impose an obligation on police manage- 
ment to recognise representative trade unions, ard which 
will provide for negotiations relating to working conditions, 
salaries, a grievance procedure and a disciplinary proce- 
dure. In terms of the proposed bill, there is aiso a suggestion 
that the SAPS be taken out of the public service. This would 
enable SAPS members to bargain directly with police 
management and the ministry. 


The right to strike purposefully is guaranteed by the 1993 
Constitution. Therefore, to refuse SAPS members this 
right will be unconstitutional. Two schools of thought 
exist in this regard. On the one hand, the feeling is that 
SAPS members should have the same right to strike as 
any other worker. Or ‘her hand, policing is said to 
be an essential serv'«c, -« ‘herefore the police should 
not have the libe:'y of ur restrained strike action. My 
view is that if the . ."S c_ nducts its labour relations in 
such a way that i: - <a. to be adopting a problem- 
solving attitude, there will be no need for the police to 
resort to strikes. Sufficient mechanisms should be avail- 
able to help management and SAPS members to address 
their problems and grievances, thereby taking proactive 
measures. With the drafting of the new bill, special 
attention will be given to such measures. 


[Van Wyk] In January 1995, a new basic SAPS training 
programme aimed at creating a new police service under- 
pinned by a culture of fundamental rights started at 
police colleges in Pretoria West and Hammanskraal, 
north of Pretoria. Could you give more details of the 
training programme, and how will the rest of the SAPS 
be informed of, and educated on the relevance of human 
rights in the performance of their duties? 


{[Mufamadi] The SAPS received almost 150,000 applica- 
tions for this pilot training project. Ultimately 1,800 
recruits representative of South African society were 
selected. The aim of this year-long basic training pro- 
gramme is to develop a demilitarised community- 
orientated police service respecting basic human rights. 
The basic training curriculum has been changed substan- 
tially to comply with the vision of the 1993 Constitution 
and it will be appraised by a team of international 
monitors. The curriculum might be adjusted once the 
pilot training project has been completed, unti! the 
department is satisfied that its basic training will be 
conducive to the building of an entirely new SAPS. 


With regard to the existing 140,000 strong SAPS per- 
sonnel corps, advanced training courses will also be 
reviewed. In-service training, retraining and the 
upgrading of courses will be continuing all the time, in 
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order to foster a culture, and an awareness of human 
rights among SAPS members.

ANC Disciplinary Committee Welcomed—“We are 
pleased that the ANC is at last getting down to the 
business of disciplining those members against whom 
there have been serious allegations,” begins a page-6 
editorial in Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English on 
28 February. “But disciplining members is only part of 
the answer; what is necessary is prompt action to deal 
with these matters publiciy and openly and, where war- 
rante’, in court.” The editorial recommends that the 
disciplinary committee’s findings be made available to 
the media in a timely fashion, “whether or not the person 
has is found to have contravened the ANC’s constitution 
or code of conduct, to preserve the party’s claim to 
openness. ’The disciplinary committee, by the nature of 
its probing, cannot be a substitute for a court of law. 
Thus, while we welcome the appointment of a disci- 
plinary committee, we hope that it is only a first step in 
proving the ANC’s commitment to clean government, 
accountability and transparency.“ 


‘Tread Carefully’ in KwaZulu/Natal—The Inkatha 
Freedom Party’s, IFP, fears that President Nelson Man- 
dela’s decision to crackdown on crime in four provinces, 
including KwaZulu/Natal, is a “military response to its 
walkout in Parliament” are understandable, states a 
pge-6 editorial a THE CITIZEN on 1 March. “It would 
not be the first time troops moved into KwaZulu/Natal 
(the last time being the election). And Safety and Secu- 
rity Minister Sydney Mufamadi’s handling of police 
matters in the province "has shown that he i. not 
even-handed,“ the editorial says. "However, in this 
instance he had better tread carefully. The Zulus are not 
pushovers, and sending i. troops and extra police to 
quell them—or disarm them—will plunge KwaZulu/ 
Naial into a new civil war. Mandela must “surely want to 
avoid anything” that would cause this to happen, the 
editorial says, “‘let’s hope the differences between him 
and Chief Buthelezi will be peacefully resolved.”

‘Fiery Four’ No Threat to ANC—“There is a common belief 
that the ANC’s fiery four—Winnie Mandela, Bantu Holo- 
mise, Peter Mokaba and Rocky Malebane-Metsing—are too 
powerful and too popular among the grassroots for the party 
to deal with them firmly and adequately. This is a myth tha: 
needs to be destroyed,” says a page-32 editorial in Johan- 
nesburg WEEKLY MAIL & GUARDIAN in English on 3-9 
March. “Most of the power and influence of these four 
comes from their associations with the ANC und the plat- 
forms, power, resourves and influence it has given them. 
Remove these, and they will be all ulone—apart from cach 
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other—and without patronage to dispense and power to 
wield.” According to the editorial, these power bases—the 
ANC Women’s League and Youth League—are “weak, full 
of sound and fury, but mobilising nothing.” The ANC is too 
strong to be threatened by factions. “The truth is that the 
ANC has never been particularly good at dealing with such 
problems. It has always placed unity above all else. While 
this may have been an understandable necessity in exile, 
there is no justification for such nervousness when you are 
the elected government with a powerful majority.”

ANC Committed to Clean Government—“The ANC has 
taken an encouraging, though ambitious, step towards deliv- 
ering on it election promises” by establishing a code of 
conduct and a disciplinary committee, says a page-12 edi- 
torial in Johannesburg NEW NATION in English on 3 
March. “‘It will at the end of the ‘ay, provide the electorate 
with one of the most tangible and visible standards by which 
to measure the party’s performance and in this way inform 
their choice during elections. But it will be a meaningless 
standard by which to compare performances with that of 
other parties unless the ANC’s partners in government 
detail similar programmes by which to assess their rate of 
delivery.” The ANC needs to follow through on its latest 
commitment and “cleanse the organisation of members in 
its ranks who have fallen prey to the temptations that past 
government officials embraced so easily.” The editorial 
advises the party to ignore “groundless exhortations” that 
cleaning house will destroy party unity. If it does not clear 
its ranks, “it begins to inadvertently encourage the same 
culture of corruption that the old government condoned so 
openly. And, if that happens, the country’s democratic 
victory will be short-lived.” 


Crackdown on Crime Welcomed—‘‘Government’s 
unequivocal crackdown on crime is welcome, even though it 
is long overdue,” says a second editorial on the same page of 
NEW NATION. “We are therefore concerned that political 
parties such as Inkatha have only lent their guarded support 
for a measure that must benefit all. To threaten resistance 
because it believes that the measures are disguised to 
achieve narrow party political motives of the ANC simply 
lacks sense. Unless of course Inkatha depends on crime and 
violence to advance its political agenda.”

Winnie Mandela Entitled to Due Process—‘“Winnie Man- 
dela has a right to feel angry,” begins a page-14 editorial in 
Johannesburg BUSINESS DAY in English on 3 March.

He went on to say: We consider the bombard- 
ment of 10 February as an accident, because it is difficult 
for a pilot under pressure to take the necessary safe- 
guards; but when it is a question of artillery, we can’t say 
the same thing. Artillery is capable of judging distance, 
and the Senegalese fired three shells into our territory. 
According to Ansumane Mane, Bissau cannot allow 
these incidents to continue, because the people living on 
the border would lose confidence in the government in 
Bissau’s ability to defend their interests. There has as yet 
been no response from Dakar to Guinea-Bissau’s request 
for an explanation of the shelling.

The statement called on 
Charles Taylor and ULIMO leader Alhaji Koromah to 
join their colleagues in Monrovia and facilitate the 
seating of the new council. 


In fact, Alhaji Koromah arrived here this morning 
amidst cheers from dozens of his supporters waving 
white handkerchiefs as a sign of peace. Koromah said

President Urges Opponent Wade To Join 
Government

Abdoulaye Wade, the main leader of the Senegalese 
opposition and secretary general of the Senegalese Dem- 
ocratic Party [PDS] stated in Dakar yesterday that 
Senegalese President Abdou Diouf had proposed to him 
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“to join the government.” “‘President Diouf proposed 
that I join the government along with many members of 
my party,” Mr. Wade stated after holding discussions 
with the head of state, pointing out that he would reserve 
his response. The two officials had already held discus- 
sions on the same issue on 5 January. 


“I have to discuss the issue with the PDS leading organs 
and my allies from the opposition,” the main Senegalese 
opponent further stated. Mr. Wade and three PDS 
members were ministers from April 1991 to August 1992 
in the first government that brought together the 
Socialist Party—in power since the country achieved 
independence—and opposition parties. The PDS left the 
government 15 months after joining it, after Mr. Wade 
decided to run for the presidency a third time, though 
unsuccessfully, in the February 1993 elections. 


Mr. Wade is currently chairman of a three- 
opposition-party coalition—‘*Bokk Sopi Senegaal” (To 
Change Senegal Together)—which has launched a 
“national consultation” to propose solutions to the eco- 
nomic crisis in Senegal. The two other members of the 
““Bokk Sopi Senegaal,” the African Party for Democracy 
and Socialism [PADS] and the Movement for Unified 
Socialism [Mouvement pour le Socialisme Unifie] 
[MSU] have publicly ruled out the idea of joining the 
government. Questioned after his discussions with Pres- 
ident Diouf, Mr. Wade pointed out that there was no 
incompatibility between being a member of the govern- 
ment and the opposition coalition at the same time. 


Mr. Wade along with the PADS and MSU leaders, 
Landing Savane and Babacar Sane, respectively, were 
charged with “threatening state security,” for the 16 
February 1994 riots in which seven people lost their 
lives. They were later discharged. The dead included five 
policemen who were killed with traditional weapons. 


The other main opposition parties, including the Con- 
vention of Democrats and Patriots [Convention des 
Democrates et Patriotes] and the Democratic National 
Rally [Rassemblement National Democratique] have 
also refused to join the government. 


The government is expected to be reshuffled before the 
end of the week. Current Prime Minister Habib Thiam is 
to be reappointed, an authoritative source stated. 
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
